Tho ambitious adventure turned 
out to be nothing more than just 
that and it ended almost as soon 
as it began. 


Around The World 
The hope of reaching the North 
Pole under - sea was rekindled 
as more than just a possibility 
when on Jan. ll, 1955, the first 
atomic - powered sub. Nautilus, 
flashed to its base here, and the 
world, this message: 
‘ Underway on nuclear power.” 
These few words meant that for 
the first, time, with only a small 
core of uranium as its power 
source, a submarine could travel 
several times around the world 
without refueling, and could re­ 
main submerged and independent 
of the earth’s atmosphere indefi­ 
nitely. 
The atomic Nautilus was under 
the Arctic ice pack for five and 
one-half days las/ August when it 
edged to within 180 miles of the 
North Pole. This August, Nautilus 
made it all the w ay-passing from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific in a 
submerged run of 96 hours, or 
four days. 


From the time Nautilus “but­ 
toned up” to start her submerged 
run under the pole, she became 
a virtual space ship. The opera­ 
tion of the boat, and life itself 
under the dense ice pack, depend­ 
ed on that tiny bit of uranium.
